- Iver coinage of the constitution is fully 
usiored. The trusts which now flourish 
in defiance of laws are more merciless 
llian Weyler was, and the new trust— 
the paper money trust which is seeking 
'o obtain control of all tne paper money 
of-the nation—is a greater menace to the 
' ountry's welfare th<in< any foreign foe. 


"There are, however, two new ques- 


tions which demand immediate atten- 
100, because congress is asked to act 
pon them at once.

'ne flag?" and replied: 


"The flag is a national emblem and is 


"bedisnt to the national will. It was 
made for the people, not the people for 
the flag. When, the American people 
•.. ant the flag raised they raise it; when 
they want it hauled down, they haul it 
'own. The flag was raised upon Cana- 
dian soil during the war of 3812, and it 
•\ as hauled down when peace was re- 
stored. The flag was planted upon 
Chapultepec during the war with Mex- 
ico and it was hauled down when the war 
wag over. 


"The morning papers announce that 


General Lee ordered the flag hauled down 
in Cuba yesterday, but it was raised too 
•oon. The nag will be raised in Cuba 
aRaln on the first of January, but the 
president declares in his message that it 
v, ill be hauled down as soon as a stable 
government is established. Who will 
deny to the people the right to haul the 
Mag down in the Philippines, if they so 
desire, when a stable government is es- 
tablished?

union of indestructible states. Each 
state Is represented by a star, and every 
territory sees in the constitution a star 
of hope that it will some day take its 
place In the constellation.

"No, a thousand times better to haul 


down the Stars and Stripps and substi- 
tute the flag of an Independent republic 
than to surrender the doctrines that give 
glory to 'old glory ' It wag the flag of 
our fathers In the years that are gone. It 
Is the flag of a reunited country today; 
let It be the flag of our nation in the years 
thaf are to come. Its stripes of reel tell 
of the blood that was shed to purchase 
liberty; Its stripes of white proclaim the 
pure and heaven-born nurpose of a 
government which derived Its just pow- 
ers from the consent of the governed. 
The mission of that flag is to float, not 
over a conglomeration of common- 
wealths, but over 'the land of the frea 
and the home of the brave,' and to that 
mission it must remain forevtr true."

Some of Thriii of Thirty-two Quarts 
lu Cmiiu'Kr unit Itutker Elaborate. 
A tuiin \vh> wasn't much U'terestud in 


•uuh things m'ght suppose that uny sort 
Cf pail would do for bait, that nil you hud 
to do was 'ogota p-iil und put in some 
water uud put .your halt in; but, as a mut- 
ter of fact, there aro paiN Uositcnod espe- 
cially for tho carrying of Iho Unit. They 
•ro uiudo in \:iriout> .si/.t's, ranging from 1 
to 82 quarts, this last a pail of capacity 
equal to a quarter of a barrel. 


Tho fiinallcM ami Mi:iplcat bait pail, ono 


holding u quart, Is of paluted tin, with 
tho cover on a liiii{;>', and this cover per- 
forated wish n>!iny holes. 


A 82 (;u;irr Uut p.ul lias Insiclo of it and 


made of hucli a bizo a-s to lill tho pail ex- 
cept for tlio space required to poriuit of 
lilting it out and setting it back easily a 
tin cylinder with many perforations in it 
all over, tho lni> fishes for bait being kept 
in this perforated c.Mimiur or inner pail. 


The jierioriited cj Under in tho big pail 


is made thus -o that it can bo lifted out of 
tho pail and put overboard in u lake or a 
river or other body of water whero tho 
fishes in it vt ill net the benefit of a free 
circulation. 
When tho bait is wanted, 


the c.\ Under is taken up and put back in 
the outer pall, which is of course filled 
with water, and the bait is then ready for 
trtuifpurtdtiuu nrfor keeping whero it can 
bo got at couu'niontly. 


There are smaller pails of various sizes 


that hsiMs removable cylinders in which 
tho live bait i.in bo submerged. Some of 
these cylinders aro intended to be lowered 
to tho bottom. There aro some that; are 
rondo with an air compartment on top so 
that tho perloratcd cylinder is kept float- 
ing in the \\uter. Somo of the largest 
bait pails h;.vo the outer cover made de- 
pressed in the middle, like a shallow, 
straight sided pan, so that a cake of ice 
can be laid on top. 


Ono of those big bait pails might be 


used in a camp arid the smallest bait pails 
by individual anglers. The angler is very 
particular about his bait.—New York 
Sun.

It is observed in our own land as it is 
among, the English speaking peoples 
and among all the Latin races with a 
joy peculiar to itself, a joy anticipat- 
ing the seriousness of Easter time as 
v.-ell as partaking of that quality which 
was given to the world when it was 
known that a redeemer of man was 
born. But it would be difficult to say 
•whether the birth of a religious Christ 
•was celebrated more than the birth of 
a. social Christ. Christ crucified has 
been taught "to the world for centuries 
and through Him the world has seen 
salvation from their sins, a catching 
up into heaven at the close of this 
earthly life to exist for eternity in an 
untold state of blessedness in the very 
presence of God. Christ as interceding 
for us to the Father, Christ in whom 
we should believe and be saved has 
been the Christ of the centuries. Part 
of the God-head that; came .into the 
world, to endure the life of man and 
to die on the cross^that we .^hrough 
that experience and death 'may gain 
averlasting life, that is the Christ of 
the ages, the Christ of the Church.

who lived he ideal life among men and 
gave to men the highest standard of 
social relationship That standard will 
probably not be attained to until the 
sun has cooled and this planet is re- 
duced to meteors of left a cold anu 
lifeless thing like the satellite that 
bathes the night with a soft and bor- 
rowed glow. Jesus was great enough 
for the world, too great to be held in 
bounds by any ecclesiastism that ha? 
endured. He was not for men as some 
men might give him; he was for a! 
men as all men might take him. Anc 
so when the world was hungry and 
alone, distressed 
and 
hopeless, the 


spirit of Jesus burst the bonds of the 
church and flooded into the hearts of 
all human kind. He did not cease 
to 
be 
a 
divinity 
to 
worship 


when He became a divine companion;- 
He did cease to be the Son of God 
when He became the brother of man. 
The life ot the world today is the Jesus 
whom every man has in his heart, has 
in his home, communes with in his 
daily life as well as in his closet when 
he prays. The church is no longer a 
body of men that gathers under spires 
at the call of a bell; it is the centre 
•pots of the bosoms of a suffering hu- 
manity where there is an altar piece 
greater than 
master 
ever painted. 


Beautiful church, though spotted and 
sin-stained—the place in which Jesus 
loves to dwell. 


The joy of tomorrow is a. joy because 


no soul is alone, no soul is empty; be- 
cause no care is without sympathy, no 
right cause without a defender. Jesus 
on earth today would weep again, and 
his tears would be as ours, tears of joy.

This council went 
about Its work harmoniously, each man 
In it prepared to make what personal 
sacrifices were necessary for the pub- 
lic weal.

Then 
ther 


were men, who had not learned the 
rudiments of a democratic government, 
who Insisted on public business done 
in their own way or not at all. Such 
Insistence is a useless and misunder- 
stood independence and works ill far 
ortener lhan good. The government of 
this city to be consonant with the gov- 
ernment of the nation and with the 
principles that underlies our theory 
and form of government, must not be 
the will of a radical unit, but the com- 
posite will of all concerned.

She was long known in the- 
atrical circles as the Fire Fiend, It is £~ 
years since, in the second season of "Thr 
Two Orphans," she had her first enconn 
ter with the flames in Brooklyn. She had 
thxown herself down on a straw bed in 
mimic sleep, and, her eyes beings closed 
she did not notice the fire until it hit- 
gained considerr.blo headway. 
The totai 


number of fatalities attendant upon that 
fire was 400 and more, three members ol 
the company parishing. Not all the killed 
were burned to death, however, for there 
was a panic, ar.d hundreds were trampled 
into shapeless masses. The nest year, ir. 
1877, 
sho was caught in the famous St. 


Louis fire, and ever since then she has been 
considered by the superstitious as a foie- 
runner of conflagration. For this reason 
her professional life has been marked by 
numerous panics when there was no fire 
at all. 


Ono of the narrowest escapes from dls 


aster owing to a panic when there was r\r 
fire "through which she has ever passed oc 
curred iu January, 1892, at Harris' Thea- 
ter in Louisville. It was caused by a 
trifling disturbance in the andlotice. Sev- 
eral o£ the most famous Claxton panics 
have been the result of street fights entire 
ly outside the theater. 


Kate Ciiixton'» Presence oi Mind. 
One result of passing through so many 


panics has been the development of ex- 
traordinary presence of mind pn Kate 
Claxton's part. It might be more proper to 
Bay that she always possessed that admi- 
rable characteristic, for she saved her life 
in Brooklyn when it seemed almost im- 
possible to do so by grasping her drapery 
tightly in hor hand and fairly leaping and 
running over the panic stricken mass of 
persons that filled the auditorium. 


Although sheherself is understood never 


to have lost: her head iu the case of a 
panic, she has found it extremely difficult 
to control the people. She has tried going 
to the front of the stage and screaming to 
tho audience that thore was no danger, 
but without avail, and jus>t after the panic 
in Loui«ville she announced that it was 
her purpose to'have a sign painted in 
great letters. "It's Only a Fight," which 
could be prominently exposed on the first 
indication of trouble, where every ono 
could sen it. Whether she ever did that or 
not is unknown to iho present writer.

UNIQUE PHRSES 


OF GHRISTMRS. 


T 


HE Christinas tree is a pagan in- 
stitution. That may sound shock- 
ing to the little housewives who 
have been busy making then- 


plans for the usual Christmas greens, 
but such is a fact. 
Yet lor aU its 


pagan origin, the Christmas tree cr n- 
tinues in popular favor. 
The extent 


of this ever increasing popularity may 
be Judged by the .fact that last Christ- 
mas time through 
the commission 


houses of New York city alone passed 
2,000,000 trees. Only a small proportion 
of these tiees, of course, was for New 
York city itself, most of this large sup- 
ply being distributed throughout the 
eastern states. Nor was all of this stu- 
pendous number of trees used for hang- 
ing presents on, many of them being 
cut up later for decorative purposes. 
The decoration of a church alone takes 
hundreds of these trees, ana that is a 
ve'ry poverty stricken home which lias 
not at least a touch or two of e\ ergreen 
at Christmastide. 


Nowadays the gathering and prepar- 


ing of Christmas greens form a very 
lucrative occupation for many a worker 
all the way from Maine to Florida 
It 


is not generally known that the Christ- 
mas green man begins operations so 
early in the season as September, but 
such is the fact. This class of work 
brings 
Christmas 
money 
to many 


households where the resources would 
otherwise be deplorably limited. A few 
years ago it was possible for the mer- 
chant in evergreens to secure all the 
trees he desired within a radius of 100 
miles of New York city, this city hav- 
ing always been the distributing point 
for the greenery trade. The New Bng- 
land farmer used to be happy enough 
to have the tree gatherers clear his 
scrub land for him, but now he usuallv 
charges these tree gatherers S2 per hun- 
dred for all the trees they take from 
his farm and insists on their cutting all 
standing brush, clean and deal, in- 
stead of selecting, as was once done. 
only the most perfect growths. 


Today the finest Christmas trees come 


from Maine. They are brought to New- 
York tied in bundles, TOO bundles going 
to a car and sometimes 100 carloads tc 
a. train. 
A goodly supply of pine comes als^ 


from New Hampshire, and some still 
comes from up on the Hudson. One of 
the chief centers for dressed Christmas 
greens, however, is New Jersey. For 
many years that section 'of the state 
which lies between Keyport and James- 
burg, just south of the Raritan river, 
has been a territory devoted to this 
trade. Here the raw material that is 
gathered trom all the states along the 
Atlantic coast is worked up into deco- 
rative designs, such as wreaths and ev- 
ergreen ropes. This work begins in Sep- 
tember at the time when the balsam is 
gathered and before it has time to get 
too dry- It is stacked around the sheds 
and outhouses m which the work of 
"making" Christmas greenery is car- 
ried on. This work is a. very congenial 
occupation. It is a sort of community 
industry, carried on chiefly by clusteib 
of families, although some of the mer- 
chants employ outside "hands," gather- 
ing theni up from the towns in the 
neighborhood. Most of the help consists 
of women and.well grown children. The 
beginning of operations is always wel- 
comed by the genial country people, not 
only because of the revenue it brings to 
the family coffers, but also on account 
of its social features. Their busy little 
workshops seem very much like a Ne>v 
England sewing circle, the workers sit- 
ting around in conversation, exchanging 
all the gossip of the countryside. 


As a general rule those women are 


paid by the piece, getting 7 or's cents a 
dozen for wreaths and 23 cents a dozen 
for the larger pieces, such as anchors 
and crosses. Some of the women make 
as much as $150 a day at this work. 
Once a week, when tho work is at its 
height, an impromptu dance is lu''l in 
one of the larger workshops, the yn ig 
fishermen and boatmen of the nci-h- 
borhood being invited to"'take pait in 
the merrymaking. 


It is for making the Christmas "rop- 


ing" that most of the greens arc used, 
immense quantities being demanded for 
church decoration alone. 
One large 


New York departmental store last year 
placed an order for four miles of it, all 
of which was used in the decoration af 
the big store. This roping is usually 
made of the refuse of balsam and hem- 
lock. 


But pine and hemlock and balsam 


are not the only things neceFsary for 
Christmas decorations. Holly and mis- 
tletoe and laurel are still essential to 
Christmastide, while the various club 
mosses of Florida, everlasting, bitter- 
sweet and Jersey rape flowers seem to 
be growing in popular favor. 


Mistletoe, of course, is supposed lo 


come from merry old Kngland, but Hie 
fact is that very little is imported from 
that country. 


In the old days in Englr-nd it was a 


time honored custom for tho housPinnid 
to ask for holly from the mnnii-rvant, 
and with this holly php would rtc-ooralp 
her master's hall. 
If the manservant 


declined or in any way neglected to j.i o- 
vide her with the holly, it w,ic tin 
maid's Yuletido priv,l«frp to anpropr,'ii.p 
a pair of his august breeches ar.d n.nl 
up the same In some place whore ttuv 
would bo displayed to thp cold bhi-t'i 
of the December wind, usually on tho 
gatepost leading to the highway. Tin:,, 
naturally, caused thp poor i. ansprvnnt 
much embarrassment nncl

1 000 of these large cases of holly last 
season.

Just how much the cumulative Amer- 


ican pocketbook annually expends for 
Christmas greenery it ;s hard to com- 
pute, but those dealers who are in a 
position lo judge the volume ot busi- 
ness done each season have estimated 
that over $j,000,000 is spent each Christ- 
mastide in the United States for dec- 
orations 
BuL when one remembers the 


brightness and pood cheer which this 
same expenditure lathe means of bring- 
ing into dark and ordinarily cheetluss 
lives no one will say that the money is 
unwisely spent. 


JACKIES' CHRISTMAS. 


When the Juckies, and that means the 


sailors who man and tight the ships of 
Uncle Sam's navy, start out to do any- 
thing, they may be depended upon to 
do it well, as their good \\ork both at 
Manila and Santiago has sho\\n. Thty 
go at \\ hatever they undertake with a 
will and determination that <u u sur- 
prising. As a rule they like the work 
assigned them, and in their leisure 
houis are equally fond of 
enjoying 


themselves, so when a holiday comes 
around'they are ready for all the pleas- 
ure they can pet out of it 


Jackie Joes not have many holidays, 


and borne of these are spent at sea, 
where every one on the ship, from the 
captain down to the smallest boy. has 
duties to perform, which occupy nearly 
all his time, but it does not take a 
wonderful lot of imagination to know 
that Jackie does enj^y it from tho morn- 
ing: call until it is time to turn in. Kvery 
minute in the day finds some pleasures 
for the husky sons of the sea, and the 
games that they play are as numerous 
as they are amusing. That is, of course, 
when the jackies are in port. 


The jackies have one holiday that 


they feel in duty bound to celebrate. 
They do not have to dress up in their 
best and attend a number of ceremon:es 
as they do on July 4 and other national 
holidays, and consequently they find 
more time for pleasure of their own se- 
lection. The day they celebrate with a 
vim is Christmas, and they do it as 
they do everything—well.

Christmas dinner, and as they are 
blessed with splendid appetites 
the 


meal goes to make- up a great portion 
of the day's pleasures. 


When the ships are at a home station, 


great preparations are made for cele- 
brating Christmas 
Men from the dif- 


fetent gun divisions arc intrusted with 


the selection of edibles, They club t< 
gether and have separate messes. E;i 
tries to outdo the others, and the com 
quenoe is that every variety of fond i 
the market is to be found on the tabh s 
which are usually nicely decorated. 
After "Quarters!" in the morning the 
men who are not on duty s^lc^t teams 
and join in athletic sports, on the result 
of which they bet plugs of tobacco, ci- 
gars, cigarettes and other luxuries. 
Sometimes they bet their beer allow- 
ances. The games consist of all kinds 
of sports, fioin chasing a greased pig to 
a tug of war, which usually completes 
the programme. 


On Christmas the jackies are given 


extra liberties, and very often their rel- 
atives and friends sit down to tables 
which may be truthfully said to be 
groaning under the weight of the good 
things. The men at this tune usually 
show their likes and dislikes (if they 
have any) for the officers. The popular 
officers come in for a great deal of at- 
tention. They are invited in to look at 
the taules and to have some of the deli- 
cacies the men have scoured the mar- 
kets to procure. The commanding offi- 
cer )s always invited to partake of 
Jackie's dinner. 


Some of the men, if they are in a har- 


bor near their homes, obtain liberty 
and spend the day with friends and ref- 
atives, but as a rule they remain with 
their shipmates. 


Few of the men exchange presents, 


but it is not an uncommon custom for 
them to make up a purse and with the 
proceeds give the popular officer in 
their respective divisions some kind of 
a. gift. These presentation ceremonies 
are often very interesting. A committee 
is appointed to go "aft" and ask the 
fortunate officer into the messroom, 
wHich has been decorated with tho 
ship's flags and sometimes when the 
men have formed an association, with 
its colors. The men stand in a group 
around the spokesman who has been 
selected from among their number. In 
his excited condition the spokesman 
often forgets what he wants to say, and 
cpuite often says what he does not in- 
tend. When the latter is the case, the 
spokesman is not dealt with very kind- 
ly by his fellow messmates. The officer 
i accepts the gift with a little speech, 
which brings forth great applause from 
his admirers, and he returns to the 
wardroom to receive the jests his broth- 
er officers have in store for him. 


SOLDIERS'_CHRISTMAS. 


Uncle Sam's guardians of the peace 


on the frontier when not on the hunt 
for some disgruntled band of Indians 
spend their Christmas in a quiet man- 
ner. After guard mount in the morn- 
ing all routine work is dispensed with, 
and the men may do as they please. In 
most of the posts it is either too hot or 
too cold to indulge in outdoor sports. 
In the southwest many of the posts are 
situated in the dry lands, where the 
heat from the sun is so great that it 
would be dangerous for the trooper to 
participate in outdoor sports. Until the 
sun begins to disappear beyond the 
western hills the men keep to their 
quarters. Then they indulge in such 
sport as getting some newcomer and 
tossing him in a blanket or a race 
across country on horseback. 
Where 


the posts are situated near the larger 
cities and towns the men find more en- 
joyment- The Christmas dinner is the 
principal part of all the programmes, 
and great preparations are made to 
have it a red letter one in the memory 
of the men. Parties are sent into the 
forests and hunting grounds, while oth- 
ers go to the markets, and when the 
time comes for the men to sit around 
the festive board they are in good cheer. 
Everything the market affords is placed 
on the table. The messrooms are deco- 
rated with the national and regimental 
colors. After dinner speeches are made, 
in which frequently some of the officers 
come in for good natured raillery. There 
are few posts throughout the country 
which are not supplied with a band. 
The men stationed there have to make 
up their own music. In the other posts 
a dance is always given by the soldiers. 
The big mess halls are used for this, 
and the people for miles around attend 


j them. The dances are kept up until 
early morning and often are not broken 
up until the sharp sound of the bugle 
at reveille is heard. 


In the posts near the large cities most 


of the men take advantage of the liber- 
ty given them on Christmas to visit 
friends, and the mess halls and barrack 
quarters are practically deserted. 


The men who are looking after Uncle 


Sam's interests in the new possessions 
are not likely to iia% e a very pleasant 
Christmas. 
Those in Cuba and Poito 


Rico will witness some strange Bights 
with the advent of the holiday. There 
will be very little festivity for them 
owing to the unsettled condition of the 
countries. The soldiers in Hawaii will 
fare better, and for the first time fi 
most of the boys they will celebrate II 
day in a land of perpetual sumii 
They will, however, like the men in ! 
Philippines, have to make their o\ 
pleasures, and instead of the fat 
ti> • 


key, with the many good things whii 
go with it to make up the ideal Christ- 
mas dinner, they will dine on the 
strange dishes of those peculiar lands. 
What outdoor games they may indulge 
in will have to be played within the 
limits of their quarters. The arrival of 
the transports and supply ships will be 
one of the interesting things that many 
of the men will look forward to, as they 
| will bring the gifts from relatives and 
swppthparts who arp now so far awav. 
The Filipinos, like most of the natives 
of Hawaii, know nothing of Christmas, 
and it will be a novelty to them to 
watch the troopers enjoy themselves. 
When the sun goes down here on the 
day we celebrate and our Christmas is 
coming to a close, the men who helped 
place the stars and stripes in the far 
cast will be making preparations to cel- 
ebrate theirs.

LEE PARDONED 


County Commissioner Wood 


Broke the News to Lee 


at Pittsfield Jail- 


HOW HE RECEIVED THE NEWS 


He Will Return to Westfield to Start 


Life Anew and Endeavor to Re- 


gain the Excellent Reputation 


Formerly Borne By Him. 


When County Commissioner Wood 


arrived at the house of correction 
Thursday to break the news of the 
pardon to Lee, the latter was at work 
on the second floor in the jail proper. 
He was called to the guard room and 
after some little conversation the com- 
missioner, who has been one of Lee's 
best friends during his stay here, re- 
marked that he was making an effort 
to have the sheriff allow Lee to go 
home for Christmas. He felt that Lee 
could be trusted and he himself would 
be willing to stand the responsibility 
of his being away for a few days, but 
he hardly believed that Sheriff Fuller 
would consent to a request of this 
kind. 
He stated frankly that there 


was no doubt but he would return here 
if allowed such a privilege but re- 
marked that such a plan might just 
as well be dropped at 
once as the 


sheriff could not leave himself open to 
criticism such as he would receive. 


The commissioner 
remarked that 


such a plan might be carried 
into 


operation and stated that if Lee once 
got home he had better remain there. 
Lee, who up to this time had been 
looking out of the window, immediate- 
ly turned about and facing the com- 
missioner inquired what he meant. 
Lee was satisfied that there was some- 
thing in the wind and when the tele- 
gram stating that a pardon had been 
granted him, was placed in his hands 
his eyes filled with tears and it was 
with difficulty that he restrained from 
crying. 


As might be expected Lee was one of 


the happiest of men when the news 
was broken to him. He was the more 
surprised from the fact that he has 
had no intimation that such a move- 
ment was on foot. When the petition 
for his pardon was denied last Feb- 
ruary he gave up all hope of ever being 
released before his term expired and 
since then has been looking at the 
matter from the bright side. Every 
day was being counted and no person 
ever looked forward with more pleas- 
use to December 25 next than Lee. In 
speaking to a Pittsfield Eagle repre- 
sentative but a few days ago Lee re- 
marked that he had never longed for 
a winter to arrive as much as he hi,j 
this year. He knew this was to be his 
last behind prison bars and the days 
could be none too short for him. 


Lee talked freely as to the future. 


It was his intention to return directly 
to Westfield and if possible live down 
the disgrace he had brought upon him- 
self and parents. It was in Westfield 
that he had committed the crime which 
had placed him behind the bars and 
he felt this was the place where he 
should try to wipe away aJl traces of 
the crime, a crime which he would 
never forget. He had been taught a 
lesson and one that he would remem- 
ber until the day he died. He was 
fully aware that it would take much 
sand to return to his former home and 
try to rebuild the reputation he had 
lost. Thishefelthecoulddoand at least 
would make a desperate effort. Thfre 
was no happier home in the country 
when the news of Lee's pardon was re- 
ceived than at the home of Mr. and 
Mrs. Lewis H. Lee at Westfield. The 
denial of the petition for a 
pardon 


several months ago was a heavy blow 
to the young man's parents but they 
had lived in hopes that some day the 
consent of the president would be re- 
ceived. 


The story of Lee's defalcation and 


arrest, which occurred September 5, 
1895, was in substance as follo%vs: 


Lee, who was at that time about 23 


years of age, had been with the bank 
about five years and had acted as 
assistant teller or bookkeeper for two 
years. He was a son of Lewis H. Lee, 
who was manager of the Independent 
Whip company of Westfield, and who, 
with E. L. Sanford, was his bondsmen 
in the amount of $5000. Young Lee was 
well known and liked in the community, 
his habits were considered good and it 
was not known that he had any vices. 


Hiis salary in the bank was only 


about $12 a week and payable quarter- 
lj. It was supposed that, moving in a 
ciicle of society where his expenses 
were considerable, he first took bank 
funds for current expenses, intending 
to make the amount good when his 
salary was paid at the end of the 
quaiLcr. Soon he got in too deep and 
his efforts were turned to covering up 
his shortage by "doctoring" the ac- 
counts in the bank ledger, the sum 
taken being in small amounts at vari- 
ous times extending over a period of 
about two years.
